IN SUMMARY. JURISDICTION.

Spratt v, Lyall, $80.—This was a claim 
brought: by Mesars Spratt & Co., proprietors 
of the Comopolitan Docks, against Messra 
Norton & Co., of which. firm Mr Lyall is 
the managing partner, for the value of two 
onaka of oil which had been stored, with 
several others, in defendant’s godowns by the 
Hongkong and Shanghat Banking Corpora: 
tion on behalf of the plaintiffs. When the 
plaintiffs were ready to take dolivery of 
the cil d&ec.,: two casks were found to be 
empty, and plaintiffs refused to take de- 
ivory, Mr J. M. kmanuel, a partner in 
| Messrs Spratt d_Co.’s, ap) torah: to. prove. 
the state in which the caska were found, 
and the action he.had taken in the matter. 

| The defence set up was that the caske had 

been leaking, and ‘that the lakege was 
owing solely to the bad quality of the 
wood. It wasshewn in evidence tliat no 
notice had-been given-to the defendants of 
the state of the casks before they were dis- 
covered to be empty, by. the defendant’s 
cooie. , The godown keeper was examined 
asio the atorage, which was said to have 
been everything that could be expected. 

His Lordship gave judgment for the 
defendant, ruling-that there was no negleot 
shewn and that neglect must be shown in 
all cases of this sort, 

Mr Emanuel, later on, aaked whether he 
could prosecute the godown-keeper for per- 

jury; but his Lordebip said he could not

[THE “SITUATION” aT HONGKONG: 


(From the Times’ Correspondent.) 

‘ fe Suanauat, Oct. 81. 

‘The colony of Hongkong and the settle. 
ment of Shanghai, although distant geogra- 
phically, are as intimately conneoted as two 
cities inthe same county in England. They 
aro tho two great contres of trade and of 
European civilization inChina; the load- 
ing commerclal houaea and banks are the 
fame in both ; their poouliar conditions, 
“with a large resident Chinese population 
governed and-taxed by foreigners, present 
80 maby points of likeness and : comparison 
that the keeneat-intorest is taken by-‘each 
place, not only in the welfare of the other, 
but in the methods and: success of its “gov- 
ernment, : Hongkong has. always had the 
.advantdge thatthe paramount power _thero_| 
is British, the laws administered are the 
lawa of England or colonial ordinances in 
harmony therewith, and to British Courte 
every reatdont ia amenable. To it, conse- 
quently, our mélange of consular and ‘mu- 
nicipal powers has often looked for light in 
their dealings with Ohinese residents in the 
foxelga setilements, and the experience 
gained in the Legislative Council of Hong- 
keng.or from practical acquaintance with 
the administration of the colony has often 
proved of the greatest use to our hetero- 
geneous government hore. Tho progress of 
both in order aud freedom from crime ‘is, 
however, due to entirely different causes ;

& paradise, Owing to its proximity to the 
populous province of mag Tung and to 
seas at one time infested with pirates, 
Hongkong was for years. the resort and 
head-quarters of a great proportion of the 
moat hardened criminal class in the world. 
the South Ohirin rowdies, Powerful in 
build, reckless in daring, regardless of life, 
and ready at.all timés to commir the most 
dreadful crimes for. the very smallest 
amount of booty, they for years set law and 
orderiat defiance, and rendered the good 
government of the colony a most difficult 
task, Sterner measures than mere impri- 
sonment--no punishment to a Chinaman 
who is not an oplum-smoker--were found 
necessary in order to put down crime; the 
cat was vigorously applied to the backs of 
the more brutal, a system of night passes 
was imposed on the whole native population 
honcst and oriminal alike ; and deportation 
of “Hall criminala to the mainland 
instituted. By this wise severity the 
criminal classes .were kept in check, and 
latterly, under the Governorship of Str 
Rich. MacDonnell and Sir Arthur Kenriedy, 
Hongkong improved so-smuoh that it might 
have compared favourably in security to 
life snd property with any other of the 
Orown Colonies of the-ompire. The colon- 
ists were justly proud of the successive 
Governments which succeeded in keoping 
in band.and in’ putting down. the thousands. 
of native scoundrela whose misdeeds had 
given a bad reputation to the place and in 
almost putting an end tothe crimes with 
violence which wore at one timo so rife. Of 
late, however, during the past 18 months, 
the colony has gone backwards, and, what 
with burglaries, aggravated assaulte, and 
murdera, the police statistics have become 
most serious.
